Preus Warns 
of Forces That 
Seek to Destroy 
I 


NTIMATING that there are forces 
in Wisconsin that are seeking to 
destroy the right of private prop- 


erty and the home and marriago ra- 
lations and to "change the form of

Gov. J. A. 0. 


Preus spoke to an audience of 5,000 
people in the auditorium of the Mo- 
nona assembly ground yesterday. It 
was the big day of the Young Peo- 
ple's Luther League convention.' 


The speech which was made by 


Gov. Preus was an indirect attack on 
the progressives of Wisconsin. He 
used the old arguments thaf1 were 
so prominent in the last campaign 
of the forces that are 
seeking co 


break up the home and the church. 
It was a speech such as would have 
been made by Roy P. Wilcox or W. 
J. Morgan in the heat of a political 
campaign. 


"Let us be practical," was one of 


Gov. 
Preus' statements, "and admit 


that the happiness discussed in the 
constitution means the garnering in 
of the fruits of private property." 


During his talk he 
continually 


used such phrases as 
"destroying 


our form of government," "aiming

"Here the principle 
for 
which 


Martin Luther fought was recog- 
nizedyin complete 
separation 
of 


church and state. 


"Here was a country where gov- 


ernment instead of being 
handed 


down-from a power above the pea- 
pie, flowed up from the people. And 
after 150 years' experience with it 
I believe it has brought more happi- 
ness to* more people than any other 
government ever instituted on earth. 
'"All men are entitled to life, lib- 


erty, and the-pursuit of happiness,' 
says our declaration of 'independ- 
ence. But this expression was. not 
original with the father of our re- 
public. 
Our friend, 'Solomon Levi- 


tan, tells us that jn a modified form 
this expression is found in the Jew- 
ish Talmud, only there it reads, 'All 
men are entitled to life, liberty, and 
the pursuit of property.'" 


The-governor then pointed 
out 


how the desire for private property 
promotes industry and 
enterprise, 


and how he found in Russia an ex- 
ample of private property abolish- 
ed ; everybody working for the state, 
and it giving to each man what it 
thinks he should have.

in the shape of an eight-pound buy.

Health Bill Election Tomorrow 


FROM MR. CONSTANTINE 


To the 
Editor.—On Tuesday, a 


pccial election will be held in Mad- 
son for the sole purpose of deter- 
nining whether the mayor will ap- 
>oint three members of the board of 
icalth or whether these three mem- 
>ers will be elected by the common 
council. Advocates of the "citizens' 
rdinanco" have been telling the peo- 
ple to vote for toe citizens' ordi- 
nance if they want a full time health 
'flicer and the people were being 
misled into the belief that the issue 
of a full time hearth officer was in 
some way involved in this special 
election. The chief advocates of the 
citizens' ordinance" now publicly 
admit that the only issue in the 
lections relates to the manner of 
selecting three members of the 
>oard of health. 


It must be borne in mind that the 


common council passed an ordinance 
jroviding for a lull time health offi- 
icr and prescribed his qualifications 
n the samo language as is used in 
;he "citizens' ordinance." 
It would 


seem that the enactment of this or- 
dinance 
should satisfy 
any 
one 


whose only interest in the matter is 
to secure a adequate health org.-iii- 
zation for tho city of Madison. But 
when, advocates of the "citizens' or- 
dinance" insist on having a special 
election solely to determine the ques- 
,ion above mentioned, it docs not 
seem unreasonable to believe that 
,here is some ulterior motive other 
;han to provide for a proper health 
board and health officer for the cif.y 
of Madison. 


It has been suggested that under 


tho "citizens' ordinance" the city is 
more likely to secure a specially 
trained health officer than would be 
the case under the "Mason ordi- 
nance." 


Granting for the moment that a 


specially trained h-ealth officer is de- 
sirable, why are we more likely to 
get such an officer under the "citi- 
zens' ordinance" than under the Ma- 
son ordinance ? What assurance has 
any one tr^at the three citizen rjem- 
bers who may be appointed by the 
mayor would be more favorable to 
such an officer than the three citi- 
zen members who may be elected by 
the council. There can be only one 
answer. If any one has been as- 
sured that the city is to have such 
a trained health officer if the "citi- 
zens' ordinance" is adopted, it is 
because three persons have already 
been agreed upon to be appointed in 
case the "citizen's 
ordinance" is 


adopted who are favorable to the se- 
lection of a specially trained health 
officer. If that is the case, then it 
it about time that the people of 
Madison should bo informed as to 
who these three people are and what 
the program really is. 


Personally I do not believe that 


;he conditions of 
Madison require 


the city to engage at a great ex- 
pense, a specially trained health of- 
ficer. 
The health officer of 
the 
state of Wisconsin is a practicing 
physician of our city and I do not 
see why a practicing physician of 
our city is not well qualified to be 
health officer of the city. 


It has been stated in the press 


that the petitions for the "citizens' 
ordinance" were in circulation at the 
time the Mason ordinance was in- 
troduced in 
the 
council on April 


19th. 
It may be true that some 


petitions had been signed, but if the 
writer of that article will look at 
the petitions on file in the office of 
the city clerk, it will be found that 
very few of the 2000 or more sig- 
natures required, were secured be- 
fore the introduction of the Mason 
ordinance and it is a, fact that these 
petitions were continued in circula- 
tion after the Mason ordinance had 
been introduced, although the new 
council had just 
been organized. 


The Mason ordinance was 
recom- 


mended to the council for passage 
before these petitions were 
pre- 


sented to the city clerk. This action 
looks very much like an attempt 
to forestall, or at least to ignore any 
action the new council might take. 


It has been said that if the mayor 


has the right to appoint the three 
citizen members there will be wore 
continuity in the membership of the 
board of health and the health offi- 
cer would not be removed merely 
because of change in membership of 
the board of health. 


I was a member of the council for 


ten years and am at present a mem- 
ber of the water commission and I 
think I am fairly familiar with the 
history of such matters in our city. 
The fact is that the council of the 
city of Madison has uniformly re- 
turned to the board of education and 
the board of water commissioners 
the citizen members just as long as 
they would serve and there is less 
likelihood of change in citizen mem- 
bers of such boards who are elected 
by the council than there is w:.ere 
they are appoin^d by the mayor. 
Not only that, but the council has 
uniformly re-elected the various city 
officers who are 
elected by 
the 


council so long as they prove them- 
selves competent to discharge the 
duties of their office. 
The council 


has kept in office a city clerk for 
more than a quarter of a century, a 
street superintendent for twenty-two 
years, and has made but one ch-.nge 
in the office of city engineer in twen- 
ty years. A new mayor feels him- 
self under no obligations to re-ap- 
point members originally appointed 
by his predecessor no more than does 
the governor of the state, upon im- 
portant state boards. 


Whatever may be true in other 


cities, there is nothing in the history 
of the city of Madison to justify the 
arguments set forth by advocats of 
the "citizens' ordinance" in favor of 
holding this special election. I do 
not suppose any city, and cert_ini> 
the city of Madison has never before 
had a special election called to det«.- 
;nir.e such a trivial matter. 


I do not feel it nece/sary to come 


tc the defense of the council or the 
"aldermen" for by virtue of his high 


office he Is expected and does give 
freely and unreservedly of his time 
and energy for which he does expect 
»_nd does 
receive 
indiscriminate 


abuse and $300 per year. The council 
or its mayor are susceptible to the 
whims of the people as the dear 
people are to their fads. Fads -re 
borne of theorists. In theory a com. 
mission form of city government 
would give us men of eminent char- 
acter, wizards of finance and states- 
menship. In theory « submerged 
lawn mower would' cut weeds out of 
the lake and solve the lake stench 
problem and a |SO,000 incinerator to 
burn good hog feed would solve the 
health problems. Last and by no 
means least in the expense to tax 
payers is th« health board fad, by 
which the method of appointment or 
election of its members will insure 
efficiency in health matter* in the 
city. 


Go to the polls next Tuesday and 


vote "No" to this latest fad, the 
"citizens' health ordinance."-

As per yoor request I am writing 


my views on federal aid for high- 
ways. In doing this I will quote 
partly from The Wisconsin Farmer, 
on this same subject. With many, 
the terra "federal aid" has an at- 
tractive sound.

that the federal govertinient 
was 


supplying something for nothing. I 
feel, however, that it is high time 
that we begin to realize just what 
is involved in these federal aid acts 
and the extent to which the princi- 
ple is being adopted in congress.

tional and internal improvements. 
All of -them are based upon the same 
general idea—that in order to ac- 
cept its appropriation, 
the state 


must furnish funds, in an 
equal 


amount. 


The federall aid is used as a lure 


whereby large • state- appropriations 
are made, regardless of whether the 
people can afford'them or not. It is 
a way of enticing our legislature in- 
to loosening up. the purse .strings. 
Let us take for instance the Town- 
send federal aid bill for highways, 
now brfore .the senate. 
It appro- 


priates 1100,000,000 
annually lor 


federal aid, in the construction of 
roads. 


Its title clearly explains its .ulti- 


mate aim, in the following words: 
"A bill to provide for, the .establish- 
ment, construction and maintenance 


of post roads and an interstate high- 
way system, to create a federal 
highway commission, etc." The in- 
tent of this bill is clearly the con- 
struction and maintenance of an in- 
terstate highway system. It means 
that we are to have a federal high- 
way commission in addition to the 
state 
highway 
commission. 
It 


means that Wisconsin will have to 
raise more than |3,000,000 annually 
for federal aid projects, before it 
can think of making any provision 
for its .state and county roads, say 
nothing 
of 
its 
local highways. 


Should Wisconsin refuse to accept 
this federal aid, it could not par- 
ticipate in the $100,000,000 appro- 
priation. 
Yet Wisconsin, through 


federal taxation, raised just as large 
a proportion of this 
$100,000,000 


taken from the federal treasury as 
any other state. 
. 
' 


In former federal appropriations 


for highways,-Wisconsin hai 
not 


only accepted the-federal'aid.on the 
basis of fififty per cent federal and 
fifty'per cent state,", but has com- 
pelled the counties to .shoulder an 
extra amount equal to the amount 
equal to the amount of federal aid. 


Through this federal aid-the state 


and local-communities are not given 
anything that they do not pay for. 
The money must be raised by taxa- 
tion, direct or indirect, and those 
feaeral aid "gifts" (?) to the state 
are merely refunds of money al 
ready 
raised 
by taxation. We 


should not be fooled. 
The Ameri- 


can people will pay the whole bill 
and those profiteering in highway 
construction will be always alert 
and ready to line their pocketa, wit a 
the taxpayers' money 
whenever 


the downtrodden. He te opposed t» special privilege and the 
subversion of government to the interest? of a few. And when 
Jake Preas seeks to anchor the Norwegian, people of this coun- 
try to the sordid doctrine of private property he is working on 
a rope of sand. 


Nothing has been added to the luster of the Preus name by 


the excursion of one of the "Prtui fcoys" into theT field of poli- 
tics.
